Whereas, The first concern of a free Pemoc- 
racy is the proper education of a'.l its citizens: 
and whereas, the lask cen.sun shows the per- 
centage of illiteracy among the white popala- 
tion in Tfertucky ten years of age and over to 

! 'lan 'lO'i of the children of 

Kt ntucKy uie 111 any school; and whereas, we 
bt'lievo this rate of illiteracy betokens educa- 
tional conditions that demand prompt action to 
remo'ly them; and whereas, the need of well 
trained tcnchcrs in nur scho.)Is is mnre press- 
ingiy felt each year throughout the state; and 
whereas, Kenfneky is behind her sister states 
of tbo South in tbe provisions made for the 
training of teachers, as shown by the last re- 
port of the National Commission of Kducation, 
wherein it appears that, for example, Missouri 
bast throo State Normal Schools for whites;
